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COORDINATED  HOME  CARE  PROGRAM 


PURPOSE: 

— To  meet  appropriate  health  and  social  needs  in  the  home. 

— To  promote  greater  personal  and  family  responsibility  for  health. 

— To  support  families  in  caring  for  an  ill  or  elderly  family  member  in  the  home. 

— To  promote  cooperation  among  community  agencies  which  provide  medical 
and  social  services. 

FOR  WHOM: 

— Primarily  serves  the  elderly,  the  chronically  ill  and  the  handicapped,  but  other 
potential  users  include  palliative  care  clients  and  those  discharged  early  from 
acute  treatment  hospitals. 

— The  applicant  and  his  family  must  be  agreeable  to  treatment  being  provided  in 
the  home. 

— The  home  environment  must  ensure  an  adequate  standard  of  care  for  the 
individual. 

— The  applicant  must  be  under  the  care  of  a physician,  a resident  of  Alberta, 
and  registered  under  the  Health  Insurance  Premiums  Act. 

SERVICES: 

— Services  provided  by  local  home  care  programs  vary  from  area  to  area  but 
may  include  some  or  all  of  the  following  medical  services: 

— nursing 

— occupational  therapy 

— physiotherapy 

— respiratory  therapy 

— speech  therapy. 

— Support  services  may  include: 

— personal  care  service 

— friendly  visiting 

— handyman  services 

— homehelp 

— homemaking  service 

— meals  on  wheels 

— transportation. 

ACCESS: 

— Many  have  active  volunteer  programs 

— Referrals  to  the  program  are  accepted  from  the  family  physician,  public  health 
nurse,  community  agencies,  relatives  and  friends.  Or,  an  individual  may  apply 
directly  on  his/her  own  behalf. 

— Persons  eligible  for  the  program  will  have  their  needs  assessed  by  the  Home 
Care  Manager  or  an  assessor  on  the  home  care  staff.  Information  is  gathered 
from  the  applicant  and  the  physician,  and  from  an  assessment  of  the  home 
environment. 

FEES: 

— Health  services  are  provided  to  users  without  charge.  Support  services  are 
provided  without  charge  for  the  first  two  weeks  a person  is  on  the  program. 
After  that,  a charge  may  be  levied. 

FUNDING: 

— The  Coordinated  Home  Care  Program  is  funded  by  Alberta  Social  Services  and 
Community  Health  and  is  administered  and  delivered  through  the  local  health 
authorities.
